-Madison's Suburban Problems 


The Village of Shorewood Hills and the 


city of Madison are negotiating a proposal 
that the village contribute toward the "mu- 
nicipal costs that are metropolitan in char- 
acter." 


The proposal was made by the village 


board last November. At that time it was 
described ss "unprecedented" and city peo- 
ple who have long been complaining of sub- 
urban areas benefiting from city services 
without making a corresponding contribu- 
tion, were inclined to point out Shorewood 
Kills as a v illage with a conscience. However 
that iray be. Mayor Ivan A. Nestingen of 
Madison lias taken the proposal seriously 
and several meetings between representa- 
tives of the village and the city have been 
held. 


Madison is encircled by villages and 


built-up areas in neighboring towns. While 
mere has been some annexation of adjacent 
territory, the progress there has been slow 
as elsewhere. There have been the usual 
complaints of the city being choked to 
death because it has no more land on which 
to expand and no areas available for indus- 
trial development. Xew industries often lo- 
cate in suburban towns and the city which 
supplies most of the inducement for the in- 
dustries to settle in the community finds 
itself paying more for the services it must 
supply in a metropolitan area but receiving 
no tax benefit. 


Also, the settlement of Madison busi- 


nessmen in the suburban villages and towns 
costs the city a share of the personal in- 
come taxes such citizens pay. Under state 
law the income tax is shared by the state 
and the municipality where the taxpayer 
lives. 


Under the circumstances Madison of- 


ficials have welcomed the offer from Shore- 
wood Hills. The original proposal was made 
by Prof. Norman P. Neal. a University of 
Wisconsin agronomist who is a resident of 
the village. He suggested that the city and 
village share the costs of such items as 


elementary, secondary and 
vocational 


schools, library facilities, area planning, 
welfare and relief. 


The city of Madison has a metropolitan 


development committee studying the possi- 
bilities of organizing some form of metro- 
politan government for the entire Madison 
area. The negotiations between the city and 
the village of Shorewood Hills should be of 
great value to this committee, for in these 
negotiations specific problems will be dis- 
cussed. If the discussions are properly di- 
rected everyone in the community should 
gain a belter understanding of the great 
problem of city-suburban relations. 


It is quite obvious that the -Shorewood 


Hills problem is not one of conscience, but 
rather one of schools. The residents of that 
village favor integration with the Madison 
schools. The alternative is to build a high 
school of their own. and while this is possi- 
ble it is not regarded as a satisfactory solu- 
tion for either Madison or Shorewood Hills. 


While there is considerable opposition 


to annexation to Madison hi all of the sub- 
urban areas, there is a "surprisingly favor- 
able" response toward the establishment of 
some sort of a metropolitan area govern- 
ment. This solution has been tried else- 
where and great success has been claimed 
for it in some areas. The Shorewood Hills 
proposal may bring about such a govern- 
ment for the Madison area, and if it does it 
will be watched with interest by other cities 
for most growing cities have the same prob- 
lem to deal with- 


it is difficult to see any advantage in a 


super-government imposed over a city and 
its surrounding communities when com- 
pared with a city government extended to in- 
clude all, so far as the well-being of the peo- 
ple is concerned. The one advantage seems 
to be that suburban people appear more 
willing to accept the 
super-government 


than annexation. If the business of govern- 
ment were better understood, annexation 
would be much more popular. 


Educat i on, Science and Sputniks 


Russia's spectacular feat in launching 


its two earth satellites has sparked a tre- 
mendous amount of conversation and pon- 
tificating in this country about our educa- 
tional system. The basic theme is that we 
are not producing enough scientists; there- 
fore something must be wrong with our ed- 
ucational system. 


We have read a good deal of the ma- 


terial published on this subject in the past 
several months, and we find ourselves skep- 
tical of much of it 


Self-criticism within a reasonable limit 


is good for any society, any nation. A great- 
er awareness on the part of Americans of 
the importance education plays in the 
progress of our society is greatly to be de- 
sired. In this sense, the present uproar is a 
healthy phenomenon. 


But we are suspicious of the motivation 


behind many' "of" the statements that have 
bees issdc-recently about education and the 
place of science in American life. The sput- 
niks have provided a grand opportunity for 
scientific people to advance claims for more 
recognition, more pay. more appreciation 
of their work on the part of the public. Cer- 
tainly we are entering an age in .which sci- 
ence is going to be more important than 
ever before: certainly the nation is going to 
depend for its military security and its ma- 
terial progress on the abilities and ener- 
gies of our scientists. But we are suspicious 
of any attempt" to develop a favored class 
in this country; public worship of people 
just because they wear laboratory smocks 
could be as unhealthy in the long run as 
worship of industrialists, movie stars or 
military leaders has proved in both our 
own and other societies in times past. 


Much the same thing can be said about 


educators. There has been in this country in 
recent years — starting long before the 
sputniks — a tendency to re-examine our at- 
titude towards education, and our educa- 
tional system itself. There is today, we be- 
lieve, a far greater awareness on the part of 
people generally of the problems education 
faces. This is healthy, and we hope the 
trend continues. But to suddenly place the 
educator on a pedestal, to say that educa- 
tion in general and scientific education in 
particular must have first claim on our re- 
sources 
and energies before everything 


else amounts to a hysterical reaction to oar 
current problems, not a sensible one. 


We are still convinced that the United 


States has the best educational system and 


the best overall scientific research in the 
world, although of course we must always 
pay respectful tribute to the very fine ac- 
complishments of educators and scientists 
in other lands. Improve our educational sys- 
tem? Of course. Encourage more and better 
scientific research? Of course. But those are 
things that Americans would want done 
anyway. The sputniks whirling overhead do 
not make the need for them basically any 
greater or less. 


We are convinced that the real reason 


Russia beat us into space was a tragic fail- 
ure on the administrative and military ooli- 
cy-making levels of our government. We are 
convinced we could have had satellites in 
space several years before had President 
Truman recognized 
the importance of 


missilry back hi 1945-49, had President Eis- 


- enhower recognized the significance 
of 


space pioneering during his first term. Mr. 
Eisenhower, in fact, has practically ad- 
mitted that he did not think our satellite 
project too important, that he ordered our 
scientists and the military to concentrate 
on other things. Apparently none of his 
aids, civilian or military, realized the impor- 
tance of the project, at least enough to 
speak up loudly in its behalf. 


A secondary contribution to our failure 


undoubtedly has been the indefensible bick- 
ering among the top brass of the military 
services combined with the apparently in- 
evitable inertia and inefficiency that attach- 
es itself to any bureaucracy, civilian and 
military. If half the energy that some of our 
generals and admirals have put into calling 
each other names had gone into our satel- 
lite project, we have little doubt that Amer- 
ica would have been first into space. 


What really frightens us is the fact that 


our top leaders — such men as President 
Eisenhower. Vice President Nixon. Charles 
Wilson and Secy. Dulles — could fail to 
realize how launching history's first space 
vehicle would inspire and awe the peoples 
of the world; their apparent lack of belief 
in scientific progress for its own sake, their 
inability to cope with such manifestations 
of bureaucracy as inter-service rivalry and 
the shunting aside of such an important 
project. Pointing the finger of blame at our 
educational system, and the average Amer- 
ican",- atutude toward scientists, is a pret- 
ty shabby business. The people who were 
really responsible for our failure should not 
be permitted to escape the criticism that is 
due them.

man Rickover who built the 
atomic submarine. He built 
the atomic submarine ahead 
of schedule against every 
objection. He was only per- 
mitted to go ahead because 
old fogies were sure he 
would fail and then they 
would get what seemed to 
them a fanatical nuisance 
out of the service. 


Still Prejudiced 


And now that he is the 


• leading naval authority on 


the subject, the navy is not 
using him to develop the 
nuclear submarine for the 
polaris missile. Only dopes 
would act that way. permit- 
ting personal prejudice to in- 
terfere with the national in- 
terest. And it is because of 
such factors that we have 
fallen behind the Russians in 
a field where we should be 
the champions. 


Edwin L. Vi'eisl. chief spe- 


cial counsel of the Senate 
Preparedness Investigating 
Subcommittee of which Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson is chair- 
man, asked Admiral Rick- 
over this quesiton: 


"Will you tell us in detail 


the step that you had to go 
through in ... your organi- 
zation? 


Admiral Rickover. "... 


The military organization is 
not set up to do development 
work. It is set up mostly to 
do routine work. So if any- 
one comes in with a new- 
idea, the people in the or- 
ganization naturally tend to 
make him conform to the 
organization because con- 
formity is prized. There is 
still too much conformity 
rather than performance — 
conformancc 
rather 
than 


performance, 


"So the first tiling that a 


man has to do is to make up 
his mind he is going to get 
his head chopped off ulti- 
mately and if he does not 
have that feeling he will 
never get things accomplish- 
ed in the military. 


"So when I took this job I 


knew that if I were going to 
do it in a proper manner I 
would naturally 
displease 


many people 
and cause 


them to be angry with me. 
My anticipation proved to 
be quite correct, because we 
had to do things out of chan- 
nels iir order to get them 
done. We had to do things 
out of channels not only in 
the military but even in the 
industrial organizations. The 
mere fact that a company is 
a large one and has a won- 
derful reputation does not 
mean that it can really do a 
large scale military job. 


Need Capable People 


"There have been -too 


many times in the history of 
the military and particular- 
ly in recent years where a 
large industrial 
organiza- 


tion vrith a great reputation 
has come in and made state- 
ments and promises which 
have been accepted, and this 


has not always worked out. 
I think that it is essential in 
the performance of large- 
scale development work in 
the military as well as in 
any other branch of the fed- 
eral government that there 
be people at headquarters 
who are at least as capable 
as those in the industrial or- 
ganizations, and this was 
the real secret — am I get- 
ting too far afield or shall 
I go on in this way?" 


This critique of govern- 


mental organization is at the 
heart of our problem of fall- 
-ing behind the Russians. The 
Hoover commissions dwelt 
on this in most of their re- 
ports. A government official 
often fears that any change, 
any different methods, any 
reorganization 
may 
ulti- 


mately leave him out of his 
little empire which he so 
painstakingly erected. The 
Russians use communists, 
anti-communists. Germans, 
Italians, anybody and every- 
body to do their jobs for 
them, while the president's 
budget shows that while we 
are stil^ monkeying around 
with balanced services, the 
Russians, who were far be- 
hind us as recently as 1945, 
are out in front now.
